These regulations 
call for positive and ageressi ive action to make equality of oppor- 
tunity a reality, The P ident commented,

ine the word 'action.! Action to 
achieve the reat objective of equal employment opportunity.... 
These plans must tax the limits of our imagination and our 
creativity.” 


The regulations are the product of our intense and extensive consul- 
tation with interested individuals and organizations in and out of 
Government. They apply to the Executive Branch of the Federal 
Government and, generally, to employees in competitive positions 

in other branches of the Federal Government. 


Central to their theme is that agency heads must exercise personal 
leadership in establishing, maintaining, and carrying out a positive, 
continuing program designed to promote equal opportunity in every 
aspect of the agency's employment policy and practices. 


We expect agency programs to require the positive involvement of all 
managers at all organizational levels. We also look for agencies to: 


- Analyze the equal employment opportunity situation at each 
of its, installations toridentity problems. 


- Develop a plan of action with specific and realistic goals 
for achieving definite and measurable results. 


- Assign specific responsibilities and devote adequate resources 
to assure effective program implementation. 


—- Enlist understanding and support of all employees. 
- Continuously evaluate progress in relation to program goals. 


Local customs, traditions, or environmental factors will not be 
acceptable or tolerated as explanations of failure to take positive 
action to bring about improvement. 


An important aspect of each action plan is the participation by 
Federal managers in community affairs that affect equality of oppor- 
tunity. The Civil Service Commission staff will review and analyze 
agency progress in order to measure results and stimulate action. 


I want to assure you that we at the Civil Service Commission take 
very seriously our responsibilities assigned by the President Or 


equal employment opportunity in the Federal Government.

Dear Mr. Attorney General: 


We understand that there presently exists one vacancy on the U. S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia and that another vacancy may occur shortly. 
We also understand that of the eight judges in active service, none are Negro, 

nor are any of the five senior circuit judges. Yet, the District of Columbia is 
nearly 60% Negro, If these facts existed in Mississippi, they would be deplorable 
and tragic, but yet understandable; that they should exist here in the Nation's 
Capital is shocking and incomprehensible, And the number of able members of 
the Washington Bar who are Negro but further compeunds this inexcusable 
situation, It should be remedied immediately in the upcoming appointments to 
the U. S. Gourt of Appeals for the District of Columbia. 


There is no question of quotasyor is it a numbers game; it is the age-old 
question of dispensation of justice by a judicial tribunal. This tribunal should 
number at least some members of the group of those persons upon whom the 
tribunal is called to pass judgment, Moreover, we might add that we mean 
group numbers who are attuned to the feelings and aspirations of the people 
themselves, In this spirit we formally submit the following: 


& We wish to recommend two outstanding Washington lawyers for these two 
positions, one of whom is relatively young, a factor in our opinion that is sadly 
missing from our Federal judiciary: 


Dean C. Clyde Fergusen of Howard University School of Law. Dean 
Ferguson is a graduate of Howard Law School and has served as 
Professor of Law at Rutgers University Law School and as General 
Counsel of the U. 3. Commission on Civil Rights. His work at the 
United Nations on thternational human rights is well known, He has 
published numerous works of outstanding scholarship.
